THE DEMOCRATS HAVE THE BEST 
OF THE ARGUMENT. 


The Quicr Muddle Over the Madison Postoftice—

Wa:uiNGTON, March 2.—[Special.]—In the 
debate on the pension bill today, the 
uts had decidedly the best of their op- 
ponents. Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, and 
Mr. Matson, of Indiana, made admirable 
speccles, in which they reviewed-Henderson's 
wild assault on the democratic policy as to 
pensions. Republican malpractice in the pen- 
sion office was shown up in its true light. Dad- 
ley’s use of the pension oflice as a republican 
election machine, was demonstrated by Mr. 
Matson, who said he saw the abuse of a high 
office practiced in his own district. 

MR, NORWOOD TO FOLLOW. 

Mr. Norwood will open the debate for the 
democrats tomorrow, and will pay his respects 
to Butterworth and Henderson. It is notable 
that no-southern man has yet lifted his voice 
or cast his vote against liberal and just pen- 
sion appropriations. On the contrary, they all 
advocate pensions, but protest against the mis- 
construction of the opposition to continuance 
of the frauds which have disgraced the sys- 
tem, and that reckless extravagance which 
will vote for anything that is cloaked under 
the name of pension J 

BLACKBURN GETS INTO THE PAPERS. 

The New York Herald today says: 

“The senate post office committee has a 
queer case before it, which may involve the 

toflice department in an investigation. 

he president has nominated B. M. Blackburn, 
aggre at Madison, Georgia, in place of 
D. Johnston, Mr. Johnston is the most 
surprised man in office, for he has two years 
yet to serve, and wonders how the president 
can propose to remove him in the midst 
of the session of the senate. 
The reason alleged is that Mr. Johnson has 
failed to qualify and has never been conimis- 
sioned. As he has been in office a year, under 
the administration, the committee wants to 
know why the postmaster-general has allowed 
a man to hold office so long, when by sodoing 
he has violated the plainest provisions of law.”’ 

COLQUITT’S EXPLANATION, 

In reference to this statement Senator Col- 

quitt said tonight:

‘The truth is that Johnston has never been 


commissioned. He was appointed by Arthur 
over two years ago, and took charge of the 
Madison office. He failed to make bond in the 
usual time, and his time and his attention was 
called to the matter time and again. Still he 
made no bond. For the same _ reason 
he was allowed to serve on under 
the last administration. When Postmaster- 
general Vilas came in he called on Johnson for 
a bond, but none was given, and he has been 
allowed to hold on up to this time, through the 
leniency of the department. A clearer case 
could not be presented.” 

The senate committee will consider Black- 
burn’s pomination tomorrow, and will doubt- 
less report it favorably. 

RENFROE’S NOMINATION. 

Renfree’s nomination has not yet come be- 
fore the committee, but will probably be 
taken upinafewdays. Beth senators think 
that no obstacle w ill be offered to his confirma 
tion. 

Congressman Barnes is making strenuous 
efforts to secure $100,000 for the improvement 
of the Savannah river below Augusta, and 
$50,000 for the improvement above Augusta. 
He has presented a case which made a most 
favorable impression on the committee. 

Next Monday Civil Service Commissioner 
Trenholm will probably appear before the 
ways and meafis committee to represent the 
Savannah chamber of commerce and its pro- 
test against the reduction of the duty on rice 
and jumber ‘proposed in the Morrison tariff 
bill. 

LOCHRANE IN TOWN. 

Judge Locrane, who is here, is happy over 
the decision of the supreme court sustaining 
him in the case of the state of Tennessee 
against the Pullman car company. Tennessee 
taxed the Pullman cars seventy-five dollars 
each for the privilege of running through the 
state. Lochrane maintained that the Pullman 
cars were part of the transportation, and sub- 
ject only to interstate commerce regulation. 
The case was decided against him four 
times in the _ state courts, and once 
by United States District Judge Key. He 
appealed tothe circuit court where Justice 
Stanley Matthews decided against the validity 
of the tax. This decision is now unanimous- 
ly affirmed by the supreme court. It is the 
first case of the kind settled by the courts.

THE EDUCATION BILL. 


the Allison Amendment—The 
Drift of Debate. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—In the senate, Mr. 
VanWyck, from the committee on pensions, 
reported, with an amendment, the house bill 
to increase the pensions of widowsand depend- 
ent relations of deceased soldiers and sailors. 
(The amendment provides for an increase of 
the pension of minor children from $2 a 
month, the amount fixed by the house, to $1 a 
month.) 


Mr. VanWyck said he would ask an early 
consideration of the bill, and would ask the 
senate to increase the minor-children’s pension 
to 25 a month instead of $4 recommended by 
the committee. He would also ask that in- 
Sane or helpless children should receive the 
pension given to minor children beyond eigh- 
teen years of age, so long as the disability or 
insanity should continue. 

Among the petitions presented was one by 
Mr. Hoar, from the workingmen employed in 
the government workshops since the eight 
hour law of 1868 was passed, praying compen- 
sation for over time, or the reference of their 
claims to some tribunal that may adjudicate 
the question, whether they ought to have 
such com pensation. 

THE EDUCATION BILL. 

At one o’clock the senate took up the edu- 
cation bill, and Mr. Call addressed the senate 
in Opposition to Mr. Allison’s amendmeat. 
He characterized it asa reflection on the 
states and an abandonment of one of the 
principles of our government. Mr. 
Mall 1ead from the educational statistic of sev- 
eral states and compared the figures of school 
attendance in each with the similar figures re- 
lating to Florida, to show that Florida had 
proportionally as large a school attendance as 
the other states fora certain number of months 
each year. Mr. Call said school taxes of Flor- 
ida were now applied to the schools without 
distinction of color. If this money were dis- 
tributed on color, the principle of ‘‘no distine- 
zion” would be violated. 

Mr. Saulsbury opposed the bill, whether 
with or without the Allison amendment. 
Phere was not only no constitutional authority 
for it, he said, but not even the slightest ne- 
cessity for it. The southern states were am- 
ply able to educate all their illiterates. The 
#o0uth had 6 resources. It has a

manufact@ring resources were rapidly devel- 
oping. Why,the difference in the cost of 
labor alone between the south and the north 
was enough to pay for all the education of all 
theilliterates of the south. The general wel- 
fare clause of the constitution never contem- 
plated such schemes as this. It was public 
almsgiving without any authority whatever. 

Mr. - Riddleberger opposed the Allison 
amendment. It wouldgive three dollars to 
the colored children for every one dollar go- 
ing to the white children. It would destroy 
the bill and would destroy the public schools 
of Virginia He appealed to the republican 
party to consider what harmit was doing to 
the colored people, whom they were seeking 
to help. It would absolutely destroy all 
chance of their education, as the white people 
would destroy the school system through 
which the money was to be paid out. 

Mr. Hampton said he was a sincere friend of 
the colored man and would be very sorry to 
see the Allison amendment adopted,as it would 
do the colored people more harm than almost 
anything that could be done. The white peo- 
ple of South Carolina, he said, paid 97 per cent 
of the schoo! fand of the state, leaving only 3 
per cent to be paid by the colored people, yet 
the constitution and laws of the state provided 
that the school fund should be distributed 
according to the number of children attending 
the public schools. 

MR. INGALLS GROWS SUSPICIOUS, 

Mr. Ingalls favored Allison’s amendment if 
the bill was to pass. He thought the amend- 
ment threw a necessary safeguard around the 
fund, and said the money was to be distributed 
by the secretary of the interior and the law 
officer of the interior department. Zach Mont- 
gomery, assistant attorney-general, was a man 
notoriously opposed tothe public s l sys- 
tem. Mr. . Ingalls read extrac from 
a pamphlet containing extracts 
from Montgomery's speeches on the 
subject. He said that Montgomery 
had disputed the correctness of some of the 
quotations credited to him, but, he read one 
which he said Montgomery had not disputed. 
The hook was entitled: “Drops from the 
Poisoned Fountain—Facts that are Stronger 
than Fiction: by Zack Montgomery, of the 
California bar.’ Mr. Ingalls read from a 
speech delivered by Mr. Montgomery before 
the Roman Catholic Sunday-school teachers’ 
association of Californiain 1873, extracts which 
Montgomery had not included in the extracts 
which he had claimed misrepresented him. 
Speaking of the telegraph, railroad and news- 
paper, the pamphlet report says: 

“They are the means of spreading false rumors 
and moral sentiments that corrupt the minds of 
good Catholics in this land.”’ 

‘Instead of reading the corrupting newspapers, 
teach them (the children) the truths of the church, 
and that will save them 
Protestantism and heresy in all its forms,”’ 

“The notion that Protestants entertain about 
the great progress made in the nineteenth century 
I wish to warn you to abstain from.”’ 

“The Protestant theory of independence, 
religion, are false, as wellas dammable, in the ex- 
treme. 

“There isnosuch thing as personal freedom in 
religion and morality.’’ 

“The whole power 
St. Peter, holy Pio Nono, 
Rome.”’ 

These. Mr. Ingalls said, were extracts that 
had not Ween denied, yet the bill before the 
senate was to be administered on a non-secta- 
rian basis. Mr. Ingalls thought he had better 
put every safeguard possible in the bill.

MR. HAMMOND TALKS. 

Mr Hammond, of Georgia, said that it had 
been a principle of the democratic party when 
in power, that when aman became a public 
officer he might think what he pleased, say 
what he pleased, and do what he pleased, but 
that his services must be given to the public 
and notto his party.

The stuff in bis 
speech that the constitution had been invoked 
to protect that vote, did not need reply. The 
bitter gall against the men he took daily by 
the hand as his friends, did not need reply. 
Tne spirit of the speech, not only in muan- 
ner, but in cold printed words, 
carried with it the condemnation 
of argument, and needed no more reply than 
when he consigned the confederates to hell 
and then intensified hell by the promise to go 
there with them. (Laughter and applause.) 

Mr. Butterworth closed the debate in a long 
speech fullof humor and sarcasm, and gen- 
erally very wide of the question under con- 
sideration. It took in the whole range of re- 
cent political events, and particularly dwel 
upon the Ohio election.

PUTTING ON AIRS. 


THE LOFTY STYLE OF WASHING- 
TON OFFICIALS. 


President Cleveland’s Ready Accommodation to 
the Social Requirements of His Station—His 
Elegant Entertainments—The High aod 
Mighty Airs of Some ofthe Cabinet. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—({Special.j|—There 
is considerable complaint among congressmen 
and others about the “style” of the present ad- 
ministration. The accusation is best express- 
ed in that homely old Georgia expression ‘‘put- 
ting on airs,”’ 

President Cleveland is directly from the pe?- 
ple. He has no “ancestry.” and this fact 
commended him highly to that Ameri- 
can sentiment which despises aristocratic pre- 
tentions. The early successes in the career of 


this luckiest of our public men were achieved 


by reason of his popularity with the masses 
with whom he mingled every {day. He was 
emphatically “one of the boys.” 

A gentleman from Buffalo told me the 
other day that ten years ago there was not _a 
better local politician in that city than 
Grover Cleveland. He was the first to strip 
his coat for his party and was ready to volun- 
teer for any of the rough and tumble work of 
a campaign. He knew what is 
caliea the floating vote better 
than anybody and mingled with it witha fa- 
miliarity and a freedom which gave full play 
to his strong domineering disposition. ‘The 
boys” gave him his start and were his ‘politic- 
al body guard until the golden prize of the gu- 
bernatorial nomination dropped from the skies 
into his lap and he loomed from the 
proportions of a city politician into the com- 
manding prominence of a national character. 
How,no sensible man could expect the govern- 
or of New York to preserve the manners and 
associations of the sheriff of Erie county 
or the: mayor of Buffalo. It 
was right and proper that the 
well worn short coat of the ward should be 
laid aside for the swallow tail of the executive 
maysion. The democratic cocktail had no 
right tocomplain when its place on the side 
board was usurped by the aristocratic cham- 
pagne. One of the penalties ofthe greatness 
which men achieve is removal from familiar 
and congenial surroundings to a rarified at- 
mosphere of artificial relations. It is wonder- 
ful with what grace they acceptthe transfer. 

Andrew Jackson, the typical democrat of 
our country, could discount the most accom- 
plished diplomat in Washington in the social 
graces which he mastered after he was past 
middle life, Nobody ever heard of 
Abrabam Lincoln doing an awkward thing, 
and I have seen Grant on more than one occa- 
sion preserve a poise and equanimity amid 
glittering social splendors which would have 
made thescion of the Vere de Veres green with 
envy. Soitis with President Cleveland. He 
needs no one totell him what todo. Though he 
had seen comparatively little of high life be- 
fore he came to Washington, he knew that the 
men and women he was to meet were of the 
same fibre as those with whom he had asso- 
ciated all his life. He is astolid disciple of 
Professor Teufelsdroch, and has mastered 
the flimsy “philosophy of clothes,’ There 
was a good deal of cheap 
compliment to his plebean origin and demo- 
cratic habits when he was elected. One ex- 
ultant tribune of the people declared that at 
last we had “a president who would not be 
afraid to siton the white house steps in his 
shirt sleeves or go into the back yard fora 
turn of wood.” 

All these beautiful hopes have been blighted. 
The old white house was never so brilliant as 
it has been during this administration. It en- 
dured a reign of social stupidity and stinginess 
under Hayes. Garfield occupied it only a few 
months, and during that time it was more like 
a political club house than the foremost man- 
sion in thecountry. Arthuralwayscntertained 
elegantly; and democratic orators who in- 
veighed against the administration in the 
afternoon, in the evening crossed their legs 
complacently under its mahogany and drowned 
their animosity inits wine. President Cleve- 
land bas gone a step further than his predeces- 
sor. His receptions are more frequent and 
more gorgeous. His dinners are costlier and 
adorned with achievements of artistic cuisine 
before which the rarest delicacies of the Ar- 
thurian board pale into insignificance. The 
president is fulfilling his social duties with a 
scrupulosity which is beyond criticism. 
At this nobody complains, or 
has a right to complain, but 
people do talk about the manners of the cabi- 
net. Mr. Garland comes in for no share of 
this criticism, as one of the conditions of his 
acceptance of the portfolio of the department 
of justice was that he was never to weara 
“fork tail,” and that none of the social obliga- 
tions of the cabinet should ‘fall on his shoul- 
ders. Secretary Whitney rivals the president in 
the munificence of his entertainments. Secre- 
tary Endicott entertains like a prince, and 
Secretary Manning can get up a first-rate din- 
ner. Everybody admires these things, but 
everybody does not like the presentation of 
the “high and mighty” style in the business 
ofiices of these ‘“‘ministers’’ as the snobs ure be- 
ginning to call them. 

It is as easy te see any of the crowned heads 
of Europe as it is toapproach a cabinet officcr 
in Washington. The elevator man rebukes 
the visitor with a patronizing stare when 
asked to elevate him to the floor on which the 
office of the magnate is situated. H« encounters 
at the outside door of the. ante-room a 
dusky Cerberus who opens the portal with 
slow disdain. Qn entering he is at the mercy 
ofa fat messenger whocoldly asks for his 
card. By this time the boldest oflice seeker is 
ahead of the lamb in meekness. He seeks a 
seat in the corner, and after an hour or two 
of patient waiting is informed that he may 
enter the sanctum sanctorum. There a sense 
of reassurance rescues him from his despond- 
ency for he beholds in the object of all this

Secretary Manning’s Answer. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The secretary of 
the treasury today sent to the speaker of the 
house an answer to the Bland resolution call- 
ing for information in regard to the past and 
future policy of the treasury department on 
the silver question. It is a document of four 
hundred pages, and contains a vast amount of 
correspondence and statistical information. In 
it the secretary declares that he hag used his 
utmost efforts to get the silver into circula- 
tion. The secretary has already given his 
opinion as to the propriety of expressing his 
views concerning the past and future policy of 
the department upon the subject. 


Turned Over to the Federal Marshal. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Secretary Whitney 
today telegraphed instructions to Captain 
Chester, commanding the United States steam- 
er Galena, at Key West, to deliver to the 
United States marshal at Key West the steam- 
er City of Mexico, which was seized on suspi- 
cion of being engaged in a filibustering expe- 
dition against Honduras, together with all the 
persons, papers and property connected there- 
with. The case has been referred to the attor- 
ney general, and further proceedings will be 
directed by him,

The Consular and Diplomatic Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The consular and 
dip] omatic appropriation bill reported to the 
house today, calls for $1,280,415 against $1,- 
919,713 for the current year. There was in- 
cluded in that measure an appropriation of

balance of 345,000 still due on these claims 
should be provided for, in the opinion of the 
committee, in the sundry civil appropriation 
bill, and the same course should be taken as 
to other sniall items.

THE ARCTIC BREEZES. 


Rivers Blockaded With Ice, and the Ther- 
mometer Sinking, 

New YorRK, March 2.—Michael McCabe, 
Patrick Condon and an unknown man were 
found frozen to death inthe streets of New 
York this morning, 

During the heavy gale last night the entire 
roof of the Rockland county almshouse, at 
Mechanicsville, was blown off. The building 
contained many inmates, but no injury to per- 
sons resulted. 

The recent cold snap has closed the Hudson 
river again, and all the local steamboats which 
had started to§run from Peekskill down have 
had to stop. Some ofthem are frozen fast to 
their docks. The river is nearly frozen over 
at Terrytown. Thc tide has broken the ice 
up, and piled it high along the shore, and the 
channel is full of floating and disordered ice 
blocks, so that it is impossible for the steamers 
to break their way through it. 

ACCOMPANIED BY AN EARTHQUAKE. 

ConToocook, N. H., March 2,—The blizzard 
has broken the doers and smashed many build- 
ings here. A sharp shock of earthquake was 
reported in this vicinity between twelve and 
ove o’cleck yesterday. 

NO PROSPECT OF A THAW, 

NEWPoRrT, R. 1.; March 2,—The harbor is 
frozen solid, and travel is suspended. No 
steamers left heretoday. All the mails go 
and come by train via Providence, and this 
causes the delay. The wind isstill high for 
the fifth day. There is no prospect of a 
thaw. 


BELTED WITH ICE. 

Boston, March 2.—The east Boston shore is 
belted with ice. At the docks business is al- 
most at a standstill. No vessels have arrived 
for several days. The steamship Pedro 
reports having sighted pilot boat 
No. 2 nearly two hundred miles off shore 
whither it had been blown. Thismorning the 
Savannah steamer Gate City, while entering 
her dockwas forced bywind and floating ice into 
acollision with the revenue cutter’Alberi Gal- 
latin. striking the cutter on her port quarter. 
and jamming heragainst the dock, thereby 
starting her deck frame, denting her plates 
and badly twisting her davits. The Gate 
City was not injured. 


The Wind in Baltimore.

IRISH*HOME RUL 


GLADSTONE EX PECTS HIS CABINET 
TO FALL, 


When He Will Appeal to the Peapie on the Irish 
Question—Lerd Randolph Churchill Declares 
That He Never Even Considered Home 
Rule—Others Items from Abroad. 

= 

Lonpon, March 2.— The regular fortnightly 
meeting of the Irish national league was held 
today. Michael Davitt presided. The re- 
ceipts since last meeting were announced tobe 
$20,600. Davitt denied that outrages were now 
of frequent occurencein Ireland. if any were 
committed, the league was not responsible for 
them. He charged the enimies of home rule 
with conspiring to injure the league, and de- 
clared that the so-caHed outrages were the 
mere invention of their malice. He urged that 
the record of evictions be published weekly. 

PIVE HOURS ON THEIR FEET. 

The Parnellites occupied five hours of the 
time of the house of commons tonight with the 
question regarding the Belfast election, raised 
on a private bill dealing with the drainage in 
Belfast. Sir William Harcourt, chancellor of 
the exchequer, depreciated the raising of ques- 
tions of public policy on private bills. He 
strongly urged that domestic affairs could be 
settled much better in Irelandthan in the 
house of commons. Ultimately the previous 
question was voted by 200 to 84. It’s ramered 
that the object of the Parnellites was to 
shelve the Churchill motion. 

MOBLEY’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The government today indicated through 
ministerial ntterances that they expect to fall 
on the Irish question. The utterance was 
made by Mr. Morley, chief secretary for Ire- 
land, and an address at conference 
of liberal delegates held today. Morely was 
discussing the Irish situation. He denounced 
Lord Randolph Churchill's recent attempt to 
stir up civil war in Ulster, and urged the lib- 
erals to do their utmost to place their party in 
a state of complete preparation for the gen- 
eral election. “The government is now face to 
face with the Irish difficulty, and will proba- 
bly be compelled to make an early appeal to 
the country.” 

CHURCHILL SPEAKS. 

Lord Randolph Churchill has written a let- 
ier to the Daily News describing the statement 
in the leading article of that paper today, to 
the effect that he, Lord Carnarvon and Lord 
Ashbourne had prepared a scheme of home 
rule for Ireland. As the falsest of all the 
falsehoods ever cmanating from a newspaper. 
He says: “I have never departed from the 
opinions expressed in my speech at Edinburgh 
on December 20, 1853. It is absolutely 
false to say that the Lord Salisbury govern- 
ment ever wavered in resolute hostility to the 
repeal of the union, or anything approaching 
repeal.’ In conclusion he says: ‘‘Without, of 
course, expecting the Daily News to apologize, 
I trust that it will cease to propagate calumnies 
and libels.”’ 

In the speech referred to Lord Randolph said 
that he would not yield one 
inch on the home rule question, 
and would not make any further concession to 
Mr. Parnell, either on the land franchise or on 
the local government question. He advocated 
an advance of public money on the easiest 
teims to develope, to the utmost, Irish rail- 
ways, canals and upblic works. “‘England,” he 
said, “owes Ireland reparation. Money cures 
most injuries, however deep. But the Irish 
yells of ‘Repeal’ must be answered with an un- 
changing, unchangeable and unanimous ‘No.’

THE POPE'S ANNIVERSARY. 


He Refers to Several Matters of Interest to 
Catholics. 

Romr, March 2.—Pope Leo celebrated today, 
by an address to the sacred college, the 75th 
anniversary of bis birth and the 8th anniver- 
sary of hiscoronation. The latter anniversary 
is properly the third ofMarch. In theaddress 
his holiness eulogized the unity of opinion 
existing among the cardinals,and urged similar 
concord among Catholics in general against 
those seeking to corrupt them or who may be 
striving to weaken the autherity of the 
church. The oppressed condition of the see 
was deplored as unworthy the head of the 
church and incompatible with his independ- 
ence. His holiness spoke with much severity 
of the attempt to connect the ecclesi- 
astical authority with the crime 
of furnishing the foreign ene- 
mies of Italy with secret information con- 
ceruing the military defenses. This wasdone 
recently in the case of a man on trial at Rome 
on the charge of having sold such information. 

During the trialthe prosecution read what 
purported to be a letter from Vienna, in which 
the writer imputed th prisoner’s act to inspi- 
ration from tbe vatica:: which purposed to un- 
dermine and destroy tue present kingdom of 
Italy by obtaining for foreign powers secret 
information regardiny Italy’s coast defenses. 
His holiness repelled this imputation with in- 
dignation, and condemned the impunity with 
which vulgar malignity of this kind has been 
implied, to excite against the vatican the 
hatred of the multitude. 


The Storm in England, 


LONDON, March 2.—The snow storm contin- 
ues unabated in the north. The mails be- 
tween Scotland and London are twelve hours 
behind the schedule time. At least twelve 
trains are embedded in the snow. The steamer 
Missouri, ashore at Holyhead, is completely 
submerged. 

Many vessels are detained in the harbors 
along the coasts. Numerous wrecks are re- 
ported in Linlithgowshire today, owing to the 
clogging of the signals by the snow. One per- 
con was killed and several injured. Arctic 
weather prevails in Denmark. Cattegot sound 
and the Great Belt are full of ice, and naviga’ 
tion is impossible. Eleven steamers are adrift 
off Frederickshaven. Most of them are in a 
cangerous position. 

Intensely cold weather, with heavy snow, 
prevails throughout Europe. In Berlin a 
cabman was found frozen to death on his ve- 
hicle, while another was discovered almost 
dead. No Danish mail has arrived at Ham- 
burg for three days, owing to the storm. 


The French Princes, 


Paris, March 2.—Clemenceau caused a sen- 
sation in the chamber of deputies today by de- 
manding that the French princes be expelled 
from thecountry. He denied that their ex- 
pulsion would be contrary to republican prin- 
ciples. These principles, he said, were based 
upon the rights of man. The princes claimed, 
by virtue of their birth, more rights than oth- 
er men enjoyed,and they therefore condemned 
themselves.

THE NIAGARA TRAGEDY. 


The Unknown Stranger Who Lost His Life in 
the Rapids. 


Burra.o, N. Y., March 2.—Diseussion is 
still taking place as to the identity of the man 
whose death occurred from sliding down the 
ice mound at Niagara, on Saturday. was 
about thirty-five years old, with side whiskers 
and mustache, and wearing a heavy browa 
overcoat and high silk hat; was seen climbing 
the ice mound at Niagara falls.

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BRUTALLY MURDERED. 


A Prominent Republican Politician of Vir 
ginia Killed by His Cousin. 

PETERSBURG, Va., March 2.—While William 
P. Bain, a prominent republican politician of 
Sussex county, was walking along the road 
with a friend named Morris, he was suddenly 
and unexpectedly shot and instantly killed by 
his cousin, Quincy Bain. The weapon used 
was a double-barrelled shotgun loaded 
with buckshot. Both barrels were discharged 
simultaneously, the loads lodging in the head 
of the unfortunate man. Fearing that his 
victim was not lifeless, the murderer fired a 
bullet from a pistol through the back part of 
the head of. the corpse, and then fled. He 
would not have escaped, however, but for the 
fact that Morris, the murdered man’s friend, 
was upvarmed. 

For seme time pasta bitter feud has ex- 
isted between the two men, growing out of an 
alleged attempt made by the murdered man 
to commit a criminal assault on Quney Bain’s 
wife, for which he was arrested. At the 
time of his assassination he was out on bail 
for his appearance at the county court of 
Sussex, which meets on next Taursday, to 
answer the charge against him. The feeling 
against the murdereris so strong that fears 
are entertained that if arrested he will be 
lynched before the law can protect him from 
mob violence. 

The murdered man had also killed his man, 
baving stabbed to death, a few years ago, T. 
W. Atkinson, a prominent citizen of Sussex 
ccunty, with whom he became involved ina 
difficulty about some private matter. He suc- 
cecded, however, in obtaining a verdict of 
acquittal. He was about thirty-five years of 
sge,and at different times had held public 
offices in the county.

The question of the treatment of the sub- 
jects of China, sojourning within the jurisdiction 
of the United States, presents such a matter for the 
nrgent and earnest consideration of the executive 

nd cobgress. 

RELATES HIS PAST EXPRESSIONS. 

In my first annual message, upon the assembling 
of the present congress, I adverted to this question 
in the following words: (Here the president quotes 
in full the paragraph concerning China from his 
message, and proceeds to say:) At thetimel wrote 
this the shocking occurrences at Rock Springs, in 
Wyoming territory, were fresh in the minds of all, 
and had been recently presented anew to the at- 
tention of this government by the Chinese minis- 
ter, in a note which while not ey exhib- 
iting some misconceptions of our federal system 
of administration in territories while they 
as yet are not in the exercise of the full measure of 
that rovereign self-government pertaining to the 
statesof the union, presents in truthful terms the 
wain features of the cruel out there perpetrated 
upon the inoffensive subjects of China. In the in- 
vestigation of the Rock Springs outbreak and the 
ascertainment of the facts on which the Chinese 
minister's statements rest, the Chinese representa- 
tives were aided by the agents of the United States, 
ard the reports submitted having been thus fram- 
ed, and recounting thefacts within the knowledge 
of witnesses on beth sides, possess an impartial 
truthfulness which could not be found to give them 
creat impressiveness. 

FACTS OF THE ROCK SPRINGS TRAGEDY. 

The facts which, so far, are not controverted or 
afiected by any exculpatory or mitigating testimony, 
show the murder of anumber of Chinese subjects 
in =e; tember last at Rock Springs, the wounding of 
many others and the spoliation of the property of 
all when the unhappy survivors had been driven 
from their habitations. There is no allegation that 
the victims, by any lawless or disorderly act on 
their part. contributed to bringing about the colli- 
sion. Onthecontrary, it appears that the law-abid- 
ing disyx sition of these people, who were sojoucners 
in cur midst under the sanction of hospitality ani 
express treaty obligations, was made the pretext 
foran attack upon them. This outrage upon the 
law andthe treaty was committed by a lawless 
mob.

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KEEN KNIFE THRUSTS. 


A HUSBAND MURDERS HIS WIFE 
IN GREENVILLE. 


He Sende a Long, Keen Blade into Her Side, and 
Then Cuts His Own Throst—The Two Bodies 
Found One Upon Another—A Ghastly 
Spectacle—Bloodiest of the Year. | 


GREENVILLE, 8.C., March 2.—[{Special.]— 
Abcut 10 o’clock this morning while President 
Hammett, of the Piedmont. and Camperdown 
mills, was quietly seated in his office, in this 
city, the wires summoned him to the scene of 
a bloody tragedy in the usually quiet village 
of Piedmont. A woman had been murdered 
by her enraged husband who, while under the 
influence of his high wrought passions, killed 
himself and fell prostrate upon the dead body 
of his wife. 

THE PARTIES TO THE TRAGEDY. 

Three years ago E. W. King, with his wife 
and seven children, quit the home of their 
childhood in North Carolina and halted at the 
millage of Piedmont, where they engaged their 
services to the mill. The family proved an 
industrious one, and as King was a quiet, tem- 
perate and industrious man, all believed peace 
and comfort to exist in their humble abode. 
As time went on there appeared signs of violent 
jars between King and his wife. The neigh- 
bor’s delusion of tranquility at the home of 
King was disturbed, and it soon became patent 
to every one that family broils betweem them 
were common happenings. 

THE MURDER. 

Just what was the cause of their domestic 
infelicity, cannot be learned, and is left en- 
tirely to conjecture. This morning while Mr. 
King’s children were at work in the factors, 
he repaired to his home, and evidently with a 
predetermination, thrust a knife blade into 
the breast and side of his defenseless wife. 
She sank into a chair and died without a strug- 

le. 
FOLLOWED BY SUICIDE. — 

The blood-thirsty man, still in a fit of rage, 
seut the blade into his neck, and fell lifeless 
beside the corpse of his wife. Mrs. McCoy, 
hearing something of a struggle at King's 
house, went overabout a half hour later, and 
when she threw wide open the door, the 
ghastly sight of husband and wife, stiff in 
death, weltering in their own life’s blood, met 
her gaze.

dered a verdict in accordance with the facts as 
above related.

“What do youthink of the little breeze 
Hazen gave the people of New York last 
week?” asked a CONSTITUTION man of O»- 
server Beall.

“What has our highest winds been here””’ 

‘Jane 17th, 1882, the anemometer register- 
6 @ forty-nine miles.” 

“That the highest?” 

“Yes; and on March Ist, 1534, it registered 
forty-four miles; January 9th, 187%, forty-nine, 
and onthe 9th of January this year it went to 
thirty-six miles. There are occasional gusts 
of wind for one or two minutes which go to 
sixty miles au hour here. When these gusts 
come church steeples, signs and high fences 
are torn down, and the people think a cyclone 
bas struck the city. The people in this part 
of the country know little about high winds.”

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A GOOD REPORT. 


WHAT A PARTY OF NEW YORKERS 
SAW IN THE SOUTH. 


They Take « Long Journey Through Dirie and Go 
Back Home With New Ideas, Socially, Politi- 
cally and Financially—Some Very Pieas- 
ant Reminiscences of Their Trip. 


From the New York World. 

Mr. John H. Inman and his gues‘s, Corne- 
lius N. Bliss, H. O. Armour, J. A. Bostwick, Thomas 
Rutter, Dr. Henry M. Field, C. N, Basker and Dr, 
Rebert Hall, réturmed from their southero tour 
last week. The excursion was planned by Mr. 


Inman to afford the gentlemen an opportunity for 


taking a casual survey of the southern states. The 
journey was made in a special car and embraced 
all the southern cities of note, at each of which the 
excursionists were feted and entertained with a 
cordiality of which they unanimously express 
their appreciation. A World representative called 
on Mr. Bliss and questioned him coneerning his 
impressions of the new south. It will be remem- 
bered that Mr. Bliss is one of the most prominent of 
New York’s republican leaders, 

“I have visited the sonth frequently before.” 
said he, ‘“‘both before and since the war, and it 

ves me great pleasure to speak of the material 
mprovement I noticed on my trip with Mr. Inman. 
The people have gone determinedly to work, and 
the result isapparentin the numerous commer- 
cia) and manufacturing enterprises in prosperous 

ration. The south, like every other section of 
the country, has experienced the effect of the late 
business depression, but is rapidly improving un- 
der the revivalin trade. The advance during the 
past few years has been marked.”’ 

“How did you find the social life of the south?" 

“As it ever has been, and I suppose always will 
be, charming. We were treated with the greatest 
hospitality and courtesy wherever we stopped, and 
had we accepted all the invitations extended us the 
trip would have been lengthened indefiuitely. I 
was especially delighted to find allsectiona! feeling 
absoluiely dead.’’ 

“You saw nothing tojustify the resurrgction of 
the bloody shirt?” 

“Thatis a dead issue. The war is over. My 
trip has convinced me of that most thoroughly: 
The people have put allgbitter memories behind 
them, and are striving with energy and sagacity to 
accomplish that prosperity for the south her natura 
advantages so justly entitle her to. Although a 
northern man anda stanch republican, and they 
knew it, I was never received anywhere with 
greater or more sincere cordiality.”’ 

‘Isthe tide of emigration jsetting southward to 
any extent?’ 

‘-] hardly think it time for that yet. All of these 
things require tame; but I have no doubt that as 
the country continues to develop it will grow into 
a powerful rival of the west, both as an objective 
point for foreign settlers and as a field for invest- 
went of northern capital.”’ 

“What do you think of the present agricultural 
outlook in that section ?"’ 

“It has never been brighter, in my opinion. 
Everybody is at work, and the best of feeling seems 
to prevail between the whites and blacks. The 
labor problem see ms to have adjusted itself. 1 un- 
derstand that the planters experience no difficulty 
in securing hands. Cotton is, of course, exten- 
tively cultivated. Those who have experimented 
with cereals have found that they can buy such 
corn and other grain as they require cheaper from 
the northwest than they can raise it, sothese are 
rot much cultivated. Rice is — extensively 
and, I understand, profitably grown in Louisiana. 
Experiments have been made with ramie,but with 
what success I don't know. The sugar planters are 
very much down upon the Morrison bill, as each 
reduction in the duty on yp brings them nearer 
to absolute ruin. The growth of the manufacturing 
interest in the south has been especially wonderful. 
At one time it was rather too fast, notably in the 
erection of cotton mills, as the prevailing idea was 
that the southern mills, owing to their proximity 
to the growing plant, would drive the northern 
mills out of existence. They now realize that this 
advantage is offset by other advantages 
enjoyed by the mills of other sec- 
tions, and this abnormal development of the cotton 
manufacturing industry has been checked. The 
various southern mills are doing a very good trade. 
The wealth of coal and iron ficlds of Alabama and 
Tennessee is wonderful and has attracted a great 
deal of capital. Phe contiguity of the beds of 
coal, iron ard limestone enables them to manufac- 
ture iron at a very slight cost. It is, I am told, sent 
tothe neighboring coast towns and shipped to 
various parts of the country.” 

‘Do you think the improvement is due to the ex- 
ample and capital of northern men or the efforts of 
the southern people themselves?”’ 

‘“‘There are, of course, numbers of northern men 
residing in the south and @ vast ainount of north- 
ern capital invesied there, but 1 think the great 
strides made are due to the efforts of the southern- 
ers themselves, coupled with the natural advan- 
tages of the country. They realized that to restore 
the prosperity of that section they must work for it, 
and, aS have said, they are working, and! want 
to emphasize the pleasing fact that nowhere is it 
more evident thatthe war is overand all issues 
pene out of it laid at rest than in the south 

tself.”’ 


‘‘Do you think the south wi!l ever become a basis 
of supply for the balance of the union” 

“Well. this country is too vast to depend to any 
great extenton any one section, but I have no 
doubt that the south will eventually occupy an 
important position among the commercial and 
manufacturing districts of the country.”’ 

Dr. Henry M. Field, editor ofthe New York 
Evangelist, upon whom devolved the duty of 
speech making at the various entertainments ten- 
dered the party, speaksin the most enthusiastic 
terms ofthe cordiality with which the northern 
visitors were welcomed throughout the journey. 
He said: 

“It is a touching illustration of this fact that the 
only sound of cannon we heard thronghout our 
trip wasat Montgomery, Ala., where, undershadow 
of the capitol where Jefferson Davis took the oath 
of office as president of the confederacy, was sta- 
tioned a battery firing a salute in honor of General 
Hancock. While we talked with Governor 0’ Neill 
an old war horse, one of Stonewall Jackson’s bra- 
vest officers, the booming of the guns announced 
that the northern hero was being laid in his grave. 
On every hand we saw evidencesof increasing 
prosperity.”’ 

Mr. H. O. Armour declinedto be drawn into an 
interview, pleading that as this was his first visit 
south he could not be expected to know much of 
the country as the result of a two weeks ——e 
trip. Tothe reporter’s reiterated request the beef 
king laughingly replied: ‘No, I can’t tell you 
anything that would carry the weight and inter- 
est ofa communication from some one who knows 
more of the country and resources. I studied 

rincipally the social advantages ofthe section. 
The people treated us so royally that I would not 
be able to testify impartially even if I was posted. 
You'd better see Mr. Bliss or Dr. Field.’”’

A FEAST OF MISDEEDS. 


A BURGLAR aM ASHER WINDOW 
GLASS AND RUNS. 


He ie Purseued, Shot at and Captured—Pratcr, the 
Pedestrian, and Gis Pistol—Deacon Blackman 
Bound Over— Three Women Have a 
Fight — Other Criminal Items. 


Six pistol shots fired in rapid succession on 
Whitehall street, between Hunterand Mitchell, 
at one o’clock this morning, caused every win- 
dow for blocks around to goupand created an 
intense excitement in that portion of the city. 

The shots were fired by Patrolmen Poole 
and Martin, and were aimed at a midnight 


house breaker. 

Just before one o’clock, Patrolmen Poole, 
Martin and Walton met near the corner of 
Whiteball and Hunter streets. The three men 
had ; 

PUT IN A FULL TWELVE HOURS’ 
work and were tired. They were anxiously 
awaiting the relief that was then being formed 
at police headquarters. Finally the morning 
watch was seen turning into Hunter street 
from Pryor, and Patrolman Poole Said: 

“There they come, boys.” 

Just then he noticed a negro walking leis- 
urely down Whitehall street. The negro stop- 
ped on the corner near McConnell and James’ 
store and looked carefully about him. The 
three policemen were then standing in the 
shadow of Chamberlin, Johnson & Co’s. new 
building and could not be seen bythe darkey 
well. He evidently 

DID NOT SEE THEM, 

for he walked straight up toMcConnell & James’ 
door and attempted to open it. The three 
patrolmen watched him. He failed to open 
the door and then attemnted to kick it open, 
but without suecess. Then the darkey walk- 
ed on down Whitehall looking about him care- 
fully as he went along. The patrolmen watch- 
ed him. Ina few seconds he reached Hipps 
& Duncan's store. Here he stopped again and 
looked around carefully. He saw noone and 
tried to open the store door. Again he failed. 
Then he walked up to the show window and 
with a stone 

SMASHED ONE OF THE LARGE PLATE WINDOWS 
into a million pieces. As the glass broke the 
darky shoved his hand in and grabbed a box. 
Like a flash he was off. But the three patrol- 
men were after him, Patrolman Poole called 
on him to stop, but the darky only increased 
his speed, Thenthe patrolman drew his pistol 
and began firing. Patrolman Martin opened 
fire two avd down the street at full speed, 
shooting at every jump, the patrolmen went, 
pressing close upon the darky. When the 
darky reached Mitchell street he turned to 
the right and started off again. Near Broad 
he encounted Patrolmen Nolan and Sheridan, 
who were waiting for the relief watch too. As 
soon as the darky saw the officers he turned 
suddenly 

AND DARTED INTO AN ALLEY. 


Here all was dark, but Patrolman Poole fol- 
lowed and finally stumbledon the man. He 
was bent down in a corner trying to hide, He 


was pulled out and conducied to police head- 
quarters where he gave his name as Reuben 
Swapson. 

In searching him"at police headquarters Mr. 
Buchavan found that one ball had plowed its 
way through Swanson’s coat, but that his 
flesh bad not been touched. Swanson works 
at the Kimball. 

After Swanson was lockedup Patrolman 
Poole said: ‘Il was a little afraid to shoot at 
first, but I couldn’t let a burglar work a house 
on my beat and get away. It may be luck, 
but I have caught every burglar who bas 
worked on my beut.”’ 

WITH A COTTON HOOK, 

David Stokes, a desperate darkey, who has 
been wanted since Saturday night for a des- 
perate deed, was arrested last night by Captain 
Russell and Patrolmen Hildebrand and Ly- 


nam. On Saturday night last about 12 o'clock 
Mr. Hagerman, who lives in the _ rear 
of the {fourth ward. went to Dr. Huss’s 
house to have him call to 


see 2 sick child. The night was dark, and as 
Dr. Huss and Mr. Hagerman walked along 
they could see only a few feet in front of 
them, but this did not bother them as they 
had no theught of an assault. When the two 
gentlemen were directly in front of Mr. Ha- 
german’s gate, Stokes suddenly appeared in 
front of them and commanded them to halt. 
At the same time he 
DISPLAYED A LARGE COTTON HooK 

in his hand. Mr. Hagerman had his hand on 
the gate when Stokes first spoke. Stokes 
noticed this and said: 

“If you go in that gate I’ll kill you.” 

“But this is my house,” said Mr. Hagerman. 

“Don’t make any difference,” said Stukes, 
“don’t you go in there.” 

As Stokes spoke he turned his head toward 
the street. Mr. Hagerman saw this, and be- 
lieving it his opportunity, knocked the darkey 
into the street. Heand Dr. Huss then went 
intothe house. Then Mr. Hagerman armed 
himself and returned to the street, but Stokes 
was gone, The case was reported at police 
headquarters Sunday morning, and. was 
quietly worked so that Stokes could not ascer- 
tain that he was known. Late last: night the 
captain ran upon him, and this morning he 
will stand up in police court to answer the 
charge of disorderly conduct and quarrel- 
ing. 

PRATER AND HIS PISTOL, 

Prater, the pedestrian, will face Judge An- 
derson Curing the session of police court this 
niorning, and enter a plea to the charge of dis- 
orderly conduct and discharging fire arms in 
the city limits. 

The case against Prater had its origin in a 
little trouble night betore last. 

About dark Mouday night Prater was on 
Collins street near Baliard’s baggage transfer 
stables, and there came in contact with a negro 


man. The negro made some remark about 
Prater, and before Prater con!d respond 
threw a large stone at him. The stone 


missed Prater and it made Prater mad. He 
whirled around and started for the negro, who 
ran. Prater gave chase, and when the negro 
reached the railroad track he turned towards 
Calhoun street and hustled. Prater followed, 
but for once found that he had tackled a swift 
footed flyer, upon whom he could not gain. 
The night was dark and during the race two 
or three pistol shots were fired. The shooting 
attracted theattention of the patrolmen on the 
beat, and in investigating it they were in- 
formed that Prater did the shooting. Yesterday 
afternoon Patrolman Stroud made a case 
against Prater. Prater, however, asserts most 
positively that he did not do the shooting. 
A TRIO OF FEMALE FIGHTERS. 

Mehala Allen, Eliza Pace and Sallie Mor- 
gan, three black haired, black eyed, biack 
faced damsels, raised a big excitement on Pe- 
ters street near Walker street, about twelve 
o’clock last night, by engaging in a riot. The 
wcmen fought, screamed, pulled hair, bled— 
but did not die—all over a block for fully three 
minutes. Patrolmen Nolan and Sheridan, who 
were on the lower end of Peters street, heard 
the row and reached the battle ground in time 
to scoop the trio in.” “Black Maria” was sent 
for and the three women are now behind the 
bars, waiting for Judge Anderson to eat his 
breakfast and open police court this 
morning. They will then answer the 
charge of disorderly conduct and quareling. 

A HUNDRED DOLLAR BOND. 


Yesterday morning about three o'clock 
Xoung O’Neil attempted to kill Robert Camp. 
bell by knocking him im the head with a 
stick. O’Neil managed to get in one blow,a 
severe one, which drew the blood; but before 
he could strike again, Patrolman Lynch came 
upon the scene and arrested O'Neil. Yester- 
day morning O’Neil was arraigned in police 
court. He was charged with disorderly con- 
duct and quarreling. The evidence showed 
that he assaulted Campbell without provoca- 
tion, and Judge Anderson required him to 
give a $100 bond for his appearance to answer 
for assault and battery.

woman swore that it was not Mack GarJner, 
but Mack Smith who struck her, Other wit- 
nesses swore that it was Gardner, and he was 
given the benefit of the doubt. 

ASKED FOR BOND. 

J. E. Blackman, the colored deacon in the 
colored church who gave the small boy such a 
terrible whipping Sunday, was arraigned in 
police court yesterday morning.

her a ceVere whipping. The woman’s cries 
attracted the attention of Captain Crim, who 
quickly had Dudley behind the bars. Last 
Christmas Dudley came very near xilling his 
sister and is now under bond to the city court 
for assault and battery. 

COHEN’S COWS RECOVERED. 

L. Cohen, the liquor man, the 
victim of the  safe-blowers, the man 
from whom eight cows were stolen a few 
nights ago, has recovered thecows. They were 
found yesterday near East Point. 

AFTER THE WOMAN. 

Yesterday afternoon, while Judge Cunning- 
ham was absent from home, his cook became 
apgry at Mrs. Cunningham, and abused her 
terribly. Mrs. Cunningham ordered the woman 
off the place, but she declined to go until Mrs. 
Cunningham entered her bedroom. The negro 
then gathered together some clothing that did 
not belong to her and skipped out. Judge 
Cunningham reported the case at police head- 
quarters last night, and asked for the arrest of 
the woman.
